(P)—The crackle of brush fires, 
sweeping over a,wide area, sound- 
ed tonight within a quarter of a 
mile of the hospital where the 
Dionne quintuplets are housed. 
Heavy smoke rolled over the back 
acres of Oliva Dionne’s farm. 


At spots along the road leading 
from Callander to the trim little 
structure known as the Dafoe hos- 
pital for the Dionne quintuplets 
flames lapped at the sandy highways. 
and the heat was felt by persons in 
motorcars. 

Grim-faced men fought the fires 
which, because of the dryness of the 
brush lands and the wide front 
along which they moved, were 
steadily advancing in the direction 
of the building. 

No one would say the little in- 
stitution itself was in danger. The 
fire, however, was creeping slowly 
that way. sending clouds of smoke 
rolling over the back section of 
the farm operated by the quin- 
tuplets father. 

Hospital Across Road. 

The hospital is on the. opposite 

side of the road from which the 


fire is burning. ‘There was hardly 
any breeze Jate this afternoon, and 
what there was tended to kick the 
blaze in the direction of the struc- 
ture in which the babies will cele- 
brate their first birthday anniver- 
sary Tuesday. 

Brush fires have sprung up over 
the week-end in several sections of 
this north country. 

Three separate fires could be seen 
burning in the vicinity of Callander, 
Corbeil and’ North Bay, and the 
smell of burning spruces. was heavy 
in the air. 

No alarm was evidenced at the 
hospital, although the smoke from 
the approaching fire could be plain- 
ly seen. The pbuilding sets in a 
clearing, but second growth timber 
comes up to within 200 yards of it 
on all sides. | 

Fight Fire With Fire. 

The lack of water—even the 
brooks that sometimes wander 
through the heavily wooded sections 
near the Dionne homestead are 
mere trickles—necessitated fizhting 
the fire with fire.

DIP NET EXPEDITIONS. 
Of all groups of animals on this 
mundane planet, none appear to he 


as adaptable as the insects, unless it 
be the mammals, but there again, in 
terms of degrees of success in at- 
tending new environments and wrest- 
ing from them a livelihood. Con- 
sider for a moment .. few of these 
arthropod adaptations. 

Lots of animals live on land. ‘Too 
many of them, in some opinions. I 
suppose that by far most of the in- 
sects are land-living animals, too. But 
it 18 most impressive to consider how 
the immature stages of some of the.e 
manage to survive in habitats totally 
unlike those of the adult stage. The 
dragon-flies, for one, are interesting. 

When wou go out in the marshes 
or down by the lakesides during the 
summer to see what you can see, take 
along a dip-net; preferably one with 
a long handle and a stout iron ring 
that will stand a good deal of prob- 
ing in the mud. A few fruit jars 
will complete your equipment for 
some fascinating exploration.
